Four persons were 
kilied outright in Oakville, and the filth died tnis 
morning, while Jas. Saunders, two miles west, was 
also killed, making six kilisd and a large number 
injured. Fifty are reported wounded. 
Anna Dearborn, an old lady, the two sons of Col. 
Johnson and James Sanders were killed, and two 
other persons whose names could not be ascer- 
tained. Christian Swayne lost everything and 
had his house blown from over 
bis head, but like Cochran escaped 
uninjured, IL. Hale had a new house 
removed entirely from its founaations. The 
track of the cyclone was about a quarter of mile 
wide and destroyed everything in its course. A 
large warehouse and saw mill adjoining each 
other were so completely demolished ang piled 
up in a heap that it is impossible to tell to whom 
the rubbish belongs. 


Thander, Lightning, Hall and Wind. 

Prrrenund. April 2.—A terrific wind storm, ae- 
companied with thunder, lightning and hail, 
passed over this city at 10 o’clock this morning, 
doing considerable damage to property and in- 
juring a number of persons.

BACK TO BUSINESS, 


The Barricades in Cincinnati 
Streets Cleared Away, 


Street Cars Ranning and Bacon Moving 
—Notwithstanding This, However, An- 
other Raid on the Jail is not Consid- 
ered Improbable—Panic in a Theater 
—A Reckless Young Man. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

CINCINNATI, On10, April 2.—The visible sign 
that the worst is certainly over appears this noon 
in the opened streets. The barricades in front of 
the Court House ‘have ali been removed and the 
street cars and wagons, as well as pedestrians, 
are moving avout freely. A small guard of sen- 
tinels keep watch to prevent entrance into the 
ruius of the Court House. Last night was a hard 
one for the troops and to-day is cold and comfort- 
less; with occasional cold rain and snow. There 
was absolutely no sort of excitement during the 
night, except that on Vine street, near Fourth, 
when . 

A RECKLESS YOUNG MAN, 
falling to stop a street car, fired at it. The sensa- 
tion traveled up Vine to the Grand Opera House, 
where it communicated to the audience, and some 
super-sensitive person, not knowing what else to 
do, shouted Are, whereupon a panic resulted. 
It was anly prevented from being a disaster by 
the most strenuous efforts of the men who were 
able to control their senses. The citizens’ move- 
ment to hire 2,000 special police does not seem to 
progress rapidiy. The eminent citizens compos - 
ing the 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE ARE RETICENT 
about their idea. They dechne to give for 
publication the names of men who advance money 
to make up the fund of $100,000, which they say 
will be needed. This is from a fear, perhaps, 
that these people might be attacked in case there 
should be a future outbreak, and they might be 
singled out for revenge. Some research has been 
made, though to a limitea extent, to get the 
names of the wounded not taken to the Hospita!. 
The result is imperfect, as the work must be, and 
shows that many even 
SERIOUSLY WOUNDED 
are suffering now at their homes. The number 
of slightly wounded is of course greater, and 
their names will never be known. All who have 
deen seen state that they were only spectators 
or passing along the street. Most of them were 
wounded, of course. on Saturday night, and the 
most dangerous locality, juaged by these casual- 
ties, was Court and Walout streets. This is the 
point where Kinsbach’s drug store ts located. It 
was dead man’s corner. It was ulso the point se- 
lected by the reporters for making telephone 
bulletins to their offices. Mr. Kinsbach reports 
that he now has on hand the following ; 
UNCLAIMED PROPERTY: 

Three pairs of boots, ten pairs of shoes, seven 
hate, one scarf, one vest and a rag-picker’s scale. 
The dead and wounded were carried into this 
drug store, and many casualties happened at its 
very door, Through it aljthe plucky proprietor 
remained at his post, There is now no sort of ex- 
pectation that any further violence will occur. If 
all the guards are taken away and there shouid 
be @ future attack on the jail it will not be by a 
rabbie, but by a close organization, ana it will be 
arranged tu succeed without bloodshed. 


The Death-List Revised. 

OINCINNATI, April 2.—One of the most encour- 
aging signs of the supremacy of order has just 
appeared in the removal of the barricades in the 
Streets about tho Court House. At noon the 
first street cars of the Mt. Auburn line were per- 
miited to pass through, after being shut out since 
9;30 on Saturday night, when the pistol firing and 
stone throwing tu frout of the Court Houee 80 
intimidated the drivers aud couductors that they 
refased to farther risk their lives. Travel of all 
kinds is at once resumed about the Court House, 
One of the first lots of freight deiivered on North 
Court street was an immense quantity of bacon 
to u pork heuse opposite the Cuurt House. There 
is no longer that menacing attitude of presented 
arms, but a very few soldiérs are pacing the side- 
walks around the Court House for the purpose of 
preventing venturesome persous from enter lug 
the dangerous structure. The entire military 
foree will be withdrawn to-day, except the Seveu- 
teenth Regiment, which has orders to remain un- 
til further.orders.

boss plasterers. The journevmen plasterers by a 
vote agreed to suomi to these terms, a few of 
O’Connor’s adherents ouly voting in the negative.

HOME AGAIN, 


Return to Belleville of a County Treas- 
urer Who stole $30,000. 

Deputy Sheriff M. F. Seifert arrived in Belle- 
ville from Houston, Texas, on the early Cairo 
Short Line train this morning, having in charge 
George W. Seiber, the long-lost County Treasurer 
of Belleville who mysteriousiy disappeared in 
March, 1879, leaving a shortage of $26,592 01 in 
the County Treasury. The arrest and arrival of

prisouer to his private residence lau- 
stead uf to the jail, but

was in town, and many of bis old friends and ac-

and takes some step toward a resumption. 
His failure to do this is technically a tem- 
porary waiver of his rightand a concession 
of further time tothe grantee for the fal- 
fillment of the condition subsequent. 

Even if all the granted land appertaiving 
to the miles of road completed since July 4, 
1879, were technically forfeitable because 
the work was not completed before that date, 
it would look like sharp practice to declare it 
forfeited after permitting the company to do 
the ‘work upon the supposition that 
further time had been allowed in which 
to earn the grant. But when law 
and fair dealing both forbid the declaration 
of forfeiture, public sentiment cannot sus- 
tain the action of the committee. The Post- 
DISPATCH was among the first and most per- 
sistent of the journals demanding a restora- 
tion of the unearned land grants to the pub- 
lle domain, but bas always drawn the line 
between them and those which have been 
fairly earned by the original grantees prior 
to any action on the part of Congress to re- 
call the offer of the land. 

This road should have the same treatment 
all the others have had. So far as its grant 
remains unearned it should be declared for- 
feited, and no mere failure in point of time 
should be made the basis of a forfeiture 
where Congress has waived its right and the 
company has, with the consent of Congress, 
gone on and fulfilled the conditions in all 
other respects. The committee is going too 
far in this case and should fall back to safer 
ground, where public opinion will sustain it 
and the land grabbers can make no defence. 


THE PATENT LAWS. 

A number of bills introduced by Senators 
and Representatives proposing amendments 
to our patent laws have filled with alarm the 
large army of inventors and others interest- 
ed in patent rights. They see in these bilis 
a deadly biow at the inventive genius which 
we have hitherto encouraged and developed 
with such immense benefit to the country. 
They charge that some of the bills indicate a 
settied purpose to render all patents worth- 
less to the patentees, and thus to make our 
patent laws a mere means of robbing inven- 
tors. 6 

We have no idea that any one of the auth 
ors of those bilis has any such design in 
view. Patent rights have beem made the 
cover for some patent wrongs of a very 
outrageous character. Patents have 
been issued with such looseness and 
infringements have been mu!tiplied 
tosuch an extent that any innocent pur- 
chaser of some simple article he never saw 
before is liable to be heavily blackmailed or 
subjected to costs of litigation out of all pro- 
portion to the value of the article purchased. 
The litigations and blackmalling operations 
growing ous of alleged infringements of 
wire-fence patents, arive-well patents and 
seores of other patents, have filled the coun- 
try with multitudes of innocent sufferers 
whose extreme indignation is naturallv re- 
flected in some of these proposed amend- 
menis of the patent laws. Some changes are 
needed to stop these wrongs, and it is not 
strange that the framets of these bills have, 
in their zeat to protect the public, been less 
careful than they should have been of the 
protection which justice and public policy 
accord to the patentees of meritorious inven- 
tions. 

The three bills most seriously objected 
to dy the patent rights people are 
House bill 3,925, introduced by CALKINS 
of Indiana; House bill 3,934, introduced by 
Vance of North Carolina, and Senate bill 
1,558, introduced by Voonurxs of Indiana. 
The two former were approved by the House 
without discussion or investigation and 
almost without opposition, because each one 
of them on its face seems intended merely to 
protect innocent purchasers or infringers 
from vexatious lawsuits and blackmailing 
operations. The Calkins bill requires 
patentees bringing suits for infringement to 
give a $50 bond and pay their own costs 
where they fail to prove damages to the 
amount of $20. The Vance bill provides 
that a person innocently using a patented 
article shall not become liable until notified 
that it is covered by a patent, and may then 
retain and use it by paying such royalty as 
the courts may exact. The Voorhees 
bill provides that, in actions for infringe- 
ment orto enjoin the use of patented articles, 
it shall be a valid defense for the defendant 
that he innocently purchased the article for 
his own use, and not for sale or trade, in 
good faith, without notice of the patent, etc. 

A great outcry having been raised that 
these provisions will deprive patentees of 
proper protection by greatly impairing 
the existing remedies for the enforcement of 


‘fholr exclusive rights, the Senate can de 


trusted to discover and eliminate all such 
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ot the 
law who stood by their posts, and it ts open- 
ly declared that when the militia are with- 
drawn the world will see that the success of 
bullets over moral ideas was only tempor- 
ary.

It is really nobody's business, and as Cin- 
cinnati undoubtedly desires to try nob law 
as an experlment it should be left free and 
untrammeled, and be allowed to get all of it

THEY are trying to give the Cincinnati 
outbreak the aspect of a revolution over- 
throwing the ancien regime of Republican 
and Democratic ringsters. A Citizens’ ticket 
is already arranged for the spring municipal 
election, a criminal code is demanded which 
will give the State some chance to convict a 
murderer, a purification of the jury system 
is resolved on, and to make it effectual tue 
disbarring of a lot of lawyers is regarded as 
a matter of course. This last indicates that 
a real spirit of reform is aroused. If the 
Cincinnati bar is like other city bars, it will 
stand a great deal of purification without 
detriment to the public or the profession. 
The bar of the country is largely responsible 
for the degradation of our jury service, and 
mainly responsible for the ill-adaptation of 
our criminal law and administration to the 
peculiarities of American social life and 
character. 


DURING the last nine months our reesipts 
from customs, under the tariff as amended 
by the Forty-seventh Congress, have fallen 
off only $15,600,000, as compared with the 
corresponding months of last year, and this 
decrease is plainly attributable toa falling 
off of $40,000,000 in our imports, not to the 
alleged tariff reduction. The shrinkage of 
imports was due to other causes, aud it is 
pretty clearly demonstrated that the present 
tariff may next year, with increased impor- 
tations, continue to pour a huge surplus of 
tax-money into the treasury.

His reputation iu Engiand—the home and very 
hearthstone of the king of instruments—(orbids 
any other assumption, Buthe may be all that

a clear and fying executant. His playing is 
characterizea by more of boldness than of grace. 
His first seiection, whatever it may be reckoned 
by musiclaus, could have very little charm 
for a promiscuous audience, even 
of more than average musical culture, such 
as this audience undeniably was. Not improca- 
bly the untoward circumstances alluded to were 
more like a wet blanket’ on the player than 
they were upon his hearers; but, however that 
may be, Mr. Archer's playing was not up to the 
standard that was expected of him, and created 
general disappointment. 

There were five persons who bad prominent 
laces in this concert—St. Louis people, too, and 

. Louts always maintains a very modest appre- 
ciation of its own advaniages—who would 
reckoned as artists anywhere, Mrs. Canning- 
ham, Miss Lansden, George Heerich, 
Alfred Robyn, and Louis Mayer. Mrs. 
Cunuingham's singing vf her principal number 
was simply exquisite in tone, expression and 
Sympathy.

Mr. Robyn's piano accompaniments — never 
obtrusive, always sustaining, enriching, em- 
belliishing the work of the principais—were 
among the most meritorious musical feutures of 
the evening. 

Mr. Mayer had very littie to do, and it 
goes without ** that whatever he did 
was well done. r. D. F. Colville was manager 
of this concert, and sang in the duet with Mrs. 
Cuuniagham in his usual artistic and effective 
way. The position Mr, Colville formerly held in 
the concert room here has not been adequately 
filled since he relegated himself, agaiust the 
wish of the public. almost exclusively to church 
music. 

Notwithstanding the unlooked-for infelicities 
which somewhat marred the enjoyment of the 
evening and which any honest criticism must in- 
clude, the concert bad enough delighting features 
to make it a highly successful entertainment 
and to emphasize it as one of the most notable 
musical events of the season. The recital this 
afternoon will doubtless give the public a better 
understanding of the organ itself. Last night’s

MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY. 


Reorga nization of the House—A Deluge 
of Street Railroad Bills. 

The House of Delegates effected a complete re- 
organization yesterday,. selecting an entire list 
of Democrats for officers, viz: Richard Walsh, 
speaker; D. O’C. Tracy, clerk; Chas. Concannon, 
assistant clerk; Puilip Siegar, sergeaut-at-arms, 
and Arthur Hume, messenger.

met at 4 o’clock, President Parker presiding. A 
resolution to adjourn on June 10 to Sctober 1 was 
adopted. A bill amendatory tothe Northern Cen- 
tral bill, permitting the company to remove one 
of its tracks from Thomas te Dickson street, was 
iutroduced, as were also the following bills: To 
lease the cottage at Forest Park to .John B. Flem- 
ing at $1,500 per annum for five years ;authorizing 
the Mayor and Comptroller to borrow money in 
anticipation of the revenue; fixing the percentage 
of municipal legislation; the Southern Hotei, 
Union Depot aud Forest Park bill; the Belt Rail 
way bill; the cable road bill, the Laclede and St.
